THE NATIONAL REPUBLIC, a 
monthly magazine published by one 
of the outstanding patriotic or- 
ganizations of the United States, com- 
ments on unemployment insurances 
and a labor party, so strongly pro- 
posed by Blanshard, in the following 
quotation: “Every socialist and com- 
munist_ organization in the country 
is advocating “social insurance’’ bills 
of various kinds as the means of sol- 
ving the unemployment stiuation, 
that the American Association for 
Labor Legislation, composed mostly 
of socialists, has bills ready to pre- 
sent to twenty state legislatures this 
winter. State legislatures will do well 
to prepare their own bills and side- 
track socialistic-communistic concep- 
tions. Social insurance, better known 
as the dole system, is causing finan- 
cial difficulties in Europe now, where 
the treasuries have been tapped to 
capacity. Socialist politicians in this 
country are now attempting to lay 
the foundations for a new political 
party along the lines of the British 
Laborparty, which is frankly socialist. 
To what plight Such a party has 
‘brought England is easily discerni- 
ble. But a country more comparable 
with the United States in earlier high 
standards of wages and living is Aus- 
tralia, which for several years has 
been ruled by this type of politician. 
the point of bankruptcy. The bureau, 
As a result, Australia is almost on 
cracy built up in that country to pro- 
vide jobs for politicians, and kill off 
private payrolls to build up public 
payrolls, has created a condition of 
depression and unemployment which 
today fills Australians with despair. 

The failures of socialism are re- 
sulting in dictatorships. Socialism 
centralizes all power in the politi- 
cians. It handes over to the complete 
control of the life, property and lib- 
erties of the people. Thus it builds up 
a giant machine ready for the hand 
of dictators.”

CALVIN COOLIDGE, in referring 
to unemployment insurance, as advo- 
cated by socialists, communists, paci- 
fists and social workers recently 
said: “Some ‘employes work from a 
sense of duty, others for gain, for in- 
dependence and power, still others to 
save themselves from want.

If 
when unemployed he is to receive 
something he did not pay for, no one 
can say how that would affect the 
will of the wage earner to hold his 
place by doing his best. Evidently 
the morale would be lowered. A- 
nother problem will be the person 
idle because he does or does not be- 
long to a union.”
